VALE TALLIES TWENTY 
AGAINST WEST POINT 


Blue Plays Good Football and 
Keeps Cadets from Scoring. 


ARMY MAKES STRONG FIGHT 


Soldiers Carry the Ball Sixty Yards 
Before Held for Downs on Eli's 
Three-Yard Line. 


“Special to The New York Times. : 

WEST POINT, Oct. 28.—Yale defeated 
West Point in their annual football battle 
to-day by the score of 20 to 0. Three 
times the sons of Eli crossed the cadets’ 
goal line, and once the soldier boys were 
torced to touch back for safety. Yale won 
by clean, straight football, and displayed 
the best form of the season. In view of 
the surprisingly strong game put up by 
West Point on the preceding Saturday 
against Harvard, a close score was ex- 
pected by the followers of the military’ 
team. For ten minutes it looked very 
much as though West Point might beat 
Yale, but after carrying the ball sixty 
yards by short rushes, the cadets weak- 
ened, and the New Haven players recov- 
ered their true form and outplayed their 
opponents during the remainder of the 
game. Yale secured 6 points in the first 
half through a fumble. With this excep- 
tion there was little to choose between the 
two teams, but in the second the Yale 
men’s superior condition told, and their 
goal line was never in danger. 

A dress parade by the cadets preceded 
the contest, and when the two teams 
faced each other over 4,000 persons sur- 
rounded the playing field, many of the 
visitors coming from New York. Tale 
opened auspiciousiy, securing the ball on 
West Points’ twenty-yard line, when 
Beavers fumbled Jones’s kick-off. Two 
minutes later Veeder scored the first 
touchdown for Yale. This put the sol- 
diers on their mettle, and they ripped up 
the Yale line in the most approved fash- 
fon. Hockenberger, Bigelow, and Forbes 
were used as objective points, and nearly 
all the gains were made through these 
three men. The ball was carried to with- 
in three yards of the Yale line, when a 
touchdown seemed certain for West 
Point, the Yale defense being poor and 
unable to stop the cadets’ rushes.

HEN King Edward bade farewell 
to Bir Purdon Clarke last Tues- 
day he expressed the wish that 
he might see the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art after the plans 


ef Sir Purdon, its new director, who 


arrives in this city this week to take 
up his duties here, have had time to 
be carried out. The wish involved a 
generous recognition of the capacity of 
the new Director to make the best of 
the important work that is placed in his 
hands, while it may also be taken as 
the royal tribute to the brilliant 
achievements of Sir Purdon as the head 
of Great Britain’s chief art institu- 
tion, the South Kensington Museum. 


Through the instrumentality of Sir 


Purdon the latter has become a great 
educational centre whose influence ex- 
tends in various practical ways to the 
art schools throughout the British do- 
minions. It is thus not a mere col- 
lection of paintings, statues, antiquities, 
&c., but, by means of the intelligent 


system introduced by its outgoing Di- 


rector, it operates as an artistic and 
creative impulse, an educational] force, 
in all the minor institutions of the kind 
that come under its influence. King 
Edward's tribute, therefore, implied the 
belief that a similar work would be un- 


dertaken by Sir Purdon as Director ot 


the Metropolitan Museum of Art. | 
Will that be possible? In art circles 


nnd reviews there has been considerable 


discussion as to the practical outcome 
of Sir Purdon Clarke's mission here, 
and students of the subject have won 
dered whether he would be able to make 
of the Metropolitan Museum an institu- 


tion comparable in importance, or even 


gimilar in purpose, to the South Ken- 
The latter, being a strictly 
Government institution, enjoys a pres- 
tige, undoubtedly, that lightens the 
task of making it the recognized art 
centre of Great Britain. From its of- 


ficial character its educational activi- 


ties find channels that are not so read- 
ily opened to a museum controlled by 
a corporation that is not in any way 
a part of the Government. 
York the position of the Metropolitan 
Museum is undoubtedly of command- 


ing importance in matters relating to - 


art, but whether its educational influ- 
ence can extend to the schools and 
museums of other cities is not an easy. 
problem to solve in a country whose 
cities are disinclined to recognize the 
authority of one undisputed metropoll- 
tan centre. Art, however, may be 
trusted to carve out its own destiny in

races and arts in Cyprus, and the man- 


ner in which the civilization, religion, 


and art of the East were transmitted 
to and adopted by the Greeks. Thus, 
this collection determines the place of 
Greece in the history of art.“ 


‘This important collection was made 
by Gen. di Cesnola, by some called the 
founder of the Museum,“ its Director 
until his death last November, while 
he was American Consul at Cyprus 
forty years ago. .

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HE sun, the ruler of the planetary 3 is the 


family of planets. The amount of heat squan- 
dered by the sun is enormous, for only an ex- 
tremely small amount is intercepted by the 


great dispenser of light and heat to its circling ~ 


earth. The other planets—Jupiter, Saturn, Venus. 


Mercury, and Mars—come in for their own share, 
but it would be easy to show that the sun distrib- 
utes sufficient heat to maintain thousands of planets 
in the same comfortable circumstances as those in 
which our earth is placed. 

We can measure the quantity of heat that the 
sun constantly emits, because we can measure the 
amount received by our earth, which intercepts about 

1-2,200,000,000 of all the light and heat emitted by 
the sun. In every second of time the sun emits as 
much heat as would result from the combustion of 


11,600,000,000,000 tons of coal. 


Bach portion of the sun's surface as large as our 
earth gives out as much heat per second as would re- 
suit from the combustion of a billion tons of coal. 
From this it is easily calculated that if the sun's 
whole mass consisted of coal and could burn right out 
to the last ton, maintaining till then the present rate 
ot emission, the supply would not last more than 
5,000 years. At the end of that time the sun would 
be nothing but a burned-out cinder! 

The question arises: How is the sun’s heat main- 


_ tained? and the view most commonly accepted is that 


the heat of the sun is kept up by the constant con- 
traction of its mass through the gravitation of its 
particies toward the centre. As the sun cools it must 
grow smaller, so that its outward portions fall its 
ward ite centre,

In this falling so much heat is acquired that if the 


run remains gaseous it will continually grow hotter. 


Finally a time will come when it can contract no 


it radiates, and the sun will grow dark and cold. 
Frozen and lifeless among its lifeless family of plan- 
ets, the sun will at last solidify and become a dark, 
rigid globe like the moon. 

According to Prof. Newcomb, this fate will not 
overtake the sun for some five or ten million years 
at least. But this lease of life may be greatly ex- 
tended if the theory lately advanced proves true, 
namely, that the sun’s energy is due to the presence 
of radium in its composition. The supposition is that 
a small fraction of the sun's substance is radium, 
which will enormously prolong the calculated period 
during which that body will be able to give out heat 


enough to maintain animal and vegetable life neon

Radium, as we know, is constantly throwing off 
heat, without itself getting any colder, although it 
has no apparent source of supply from which it can 
replace the heat it has lost.

De Witt Clinton School is to have two 
large wall paintings in the auditorium, 


a hall 100 feet square, on each side of 


the little stage over against the main en- 
trance. Yesterday they were shown by 
the painter, Charles Y. Turner, at the 
American Fine Arts Building, and they 
are reproduced here from the photograph. 

Public schools, sanitation, the militia, 
police, civic and religious liberty—these 
were objects for which De Witt Cunton 
strove from 1808 to 1807, during his first 
term of service as Mayor of this city. He 
had been an Assemblyman and a Senator 

at Albany, and resigned to take the May- 
oralty. At that time Mayors were ap- 
pointed by a Council of Appointment, 
consisting of the Governor and certain 
Senators. The ups and downs of politics 
are seen in the fact that De Witt Clin- 


ton, e by the Counell in 1807, was 


reappointed in 1809, displaced in 1810, and 
restored in 1811, when. he became also. 
Lieutenant Governor. 

The next year he ran for the Presidency 
against Madison. His enemies took the 
Lieutenant Governorship from him in 1813 


and removed him from the ‘Mayoralty in 


1815. But this man, so made a football of 
in the contests of Federals and Repub- 


licans, never allowed himself to forgét the 
great interests of the State involved in 
bringing the commerce of the Atlantic to 


the Middle West. He lived to see the 


marvelous work accomplished. Like a con- 


queror, but not a Roman conqueror, he 
made a progress through that canal which 
he had planned and foreseen; pushed with 
pen and speech, inaugurated, and fathered. 
And he went as Governor of the State, 
having been re-elected despite the efforts

General by the Governor and was Mayor 
in 1819. To the right, next to the Brig- 
adier General, whose name the painter 
has not divulged, stands Philip Hone, 
Mayor that year, and later on Naval Of- 
ficer in the Custom House, that Philip 
Hone who left a diary filled with big and 


‘little events in New York from 1810 to 


1850. On the table to the right stands an 
array of bottles, tall ‘and short, square 
and slim-shouldered, which might easily 
be taken for signs of an incipient jollifi- 
cation; but they are not. Water from 
great rivers about the world was brought 
to the solemnity, and after the Great 
Lakes had been married tô the ocean the 
contents of these bottles were poured into 
the sea to act as friends at the wedding. 
The Nile, Seine, and Rhine were certain- 
ly represented in this gathering. Ata dis- 
tance on the left is seen one of the river 
steamboats of the day, successors of Ful- 
ton’s Claremont, and the frigate with the 
British flag is a vessel which happened to 
be in port at the time. Above the group 
of men behind Clinton one sees the pilot 
with a spyglass. The water is roughened 


with lines of foam. In the distance, hid- 


den by the smoke of the saluting guns, 
tower the spars of other vessels. It is a 
great moment for Gov. Clinton which the 


painter has chosen. And it came near his 
erd, for three Wa iater Clinton was 
dead. 

These two big paintings will clothe the 
wall of the auditorium about fifteen 
feet above the floor, reaching from the 
dado to the ceiling. Betweeen them comes 
the stage with an organ in the niche. 
They offer in flat decorative tints suited 
to the architecture of the room two inci- 
dents which schoolboys and schoolgirls 
learn by rote in their books and promptiy 
forget. They will not forget the main 
facts of the Erie Canal if they see these 
pictures. These will interest them and 
remain in memory. 

Observe the skill with which the painter 
has grouped his many figures, bringing 
the chief actors in silhouette for due 
prominence. It is well that a beginning 
has been made of mural decorations for 
schools. The Board of Education is to be 
congratulated. This is the first instance 
of the placing of historical scenes on the 
walls of a public school. The choice of 


subjects was good, for they refer to New 


York, and commemorate a great turning 
point in the history of city and State. 


The Erie Canal had a magical effect in

There are now 1,948 election districts 
in the City of New York. Since the 


a last election they have been increased 


from 1,550 to that number. The aver- 
age rent paid for a polling booth on the 
four days of registration and the day 
of election is about $47.50. That would 
make a cost for the rental of election 
booths of $92,500. In each election 
booth there are four Inspectors. They 


‘receive $7.50 for each of the four days 


of registration, and $12 for their work 
on election day, making their compen- 
sation $42 in all. The total amount 


paid out for Inspectors of Election will 


be $327,264. 


In addition to the e of Elec- 


tion there are also in each polling place 
two ballot clerks at $8 each, and two 
poll clerks at $12 each.

year. That has meant the employment 


of many more clerks than have been 
necessary to discharge the work of the 
board in municipal elections hereto- 
fore, and a consequent large increase in 
the expenditure under that item. The 
board has endeavored to be as econom- 
ical as possible in the matter of extra 
elerk hire; with the result that the 
clerks who have been engaged have 
been compelled to work with the Com- 
missioners far into the night in order 
to accomplish the tasks which had to 
be completed. 

After the election is over the expense 
will not be at an end. There probably

That during its one hundred years of ef- 


New York has had among its members 
men of whom it is extremely proud was 
pointed at in a little address which A. 
Jacobi made, his speech being down on the 
programme ‘as Some of our Predeces- 
sors. Although Dr. Jacobi had already 
limited himself in the title of his address, 
he condensed it again when he came to 
speak, picking out only a few of the wor- 
thies whom he had chosen to mention. 
The men whom he spoke of at some 
length were James IL. Brown, Richard 
Joseph O'Sullivan, and John C. Peters. 
To emphasize the ingratitude of the city, 
more particularly the Board of Educa- 
tion, toward public benefactors, espe- 
cially physicians, Dr. Jacobi dwelt at 
some length upon Dr. O’Sullivan’s efforts 
to prevent smallpox among children. He 
held the office of Sanitary Inspector.“ 
Dr. Jacobi explained, and during an epi- 
demic of that disease he vaccinated in 
1871 40,000 children, not one of whom be- 
came afflicted with the disease. Out of 
gratitude for this,“ Dr. Jacobi added, 
looking up from his paper, the Board of 
Education abolished the office.“ 

Dr. Jacobi also explained that Dr. O'Sul- 
Uvan had fought valiantly against cram- 
ming the heads of children, against com- 
pelling them to sit still for three or four 
hours at a stretch, and against. sending 
them to school before the age of seven

History of the Medical Society how the 
pioneers of the society had fought quacks. 


and charlatans in the earliest days— 
seemed to be humorous enough to make 


the portraits of the pioneers of the society 


hanging on the walls smile, to hear this 
same old subject coming up again—at the 
centennial anniversary—the same cry: 
Down with the quacks! "’ | 

The matter came up again through a 
long report which Champe S. Andrews, 
the counsel of the society, made of the 
arrests he had caused during the past 


' year of men who had made money by im- 
posing on, ignorance. 


The report was 
followed again, as similar reports were 
followed during the early history of the 
society, by a resolution denouncing 
quackery and charlatanry. 

The most interesting paper, and be- 
cause of the nature of the meeting the 
most important one, was that of Dr.

which took place in June, 1799. At this 
meeting.“ Dr. Young read on, Dr. Ho- 
sack communicated two cases of tetanus 
cured by the free use of wine.

In 1887 William M. Ivins, one of the 
big figures in the present campaign, 
published a book entitled Money in 
Elections in New York City.” The 
work was devoted to the organization ~ 
of the machines and the amount of 
money which they used to carry an 
election. Even in those days ascertain- 
ing the will of the electorate of New 
York was a very expensive proceeding. 

‘Then, as now, the money used in elec- 
tions was raised to a considerable ex- 
tent by the assessment of candidates, 
Every candidate was forced to con- 


tribute according to his means and the “fp 


importance of the office for which he 
was named. Here is an extract from 
Mr. Ivins’s book: 

“Mayor Hewitt paid $12,000 apiece 
to the County Democracy and to Tam- 
many Hall. Mr. Edson paid, or there 
was paid to his account, $10,000 apiece 
to the County Democracy and to Tam- 
many Hall, and $5,000 to Irving Hall. 
Mayor Grace paid $10,000 to the Coun- 
ty Democracy when he last, ran, and 
the Citizens’ Committee of that year 
expended about $10,000 in voluntary 
contributions. In 1880 Mayor G 
paid $12,500 to Irving Hall and $7. 
to Tammany Hall. In 1878 Mayor sa 
er practically created a party, at what 
cost to himself he only knows.

Notwithstanding the growth of the

Training for Choristers Whose Voices 


Have Changed—The Christmas 
Carols. 


Protestant Episcopal Church.

The Eee interview on Friday, 
containing as it did the prediction of 
an era of competitive railroad build- 
ing, presented in a new light the vari- 
ous railroad projects now under way 
or proposed in the West, particularly 
in the Northwest.

GOLD EXPORT POINT. . 


Extent to Which Exchange Market 
Must Change to Permit Gold Ex- 
ports to Paris. 


An advance of three-sixty-fourths of 1 
per cent. in the rate of French cables or of 
another 20 points in the sterling exchange 
rate would make it possible to ship gold to 
France to be used there for the purchase 
of exchange on London. The figures are 
stated roughly, but they indicate the 
proximity of the exchange market to the 
gold export point. The figures given are 
based on the highest rate for sterling 
exchange quoted in this market last week, 
and the lowest rate in Paris for sterling 
exchange. These respectively were 4.8715 
for demand sterling in New York ana 
25f. 140. in the Paris market for checks 
on London. 

The question of gold exports based on 
triangular operations between this city, 
Paris, and London depends, of course, 
upon the relation existing between the 
New York and Paris sterling exchange 
rates on any given day. Each centime 
fluctuation in the Paris rate is equivalent 
to 20 roints in our quotation. Thus a de- 
cline of half a centinte in Paris and an ad- 
vance of 10 points here would have the 
same effect upon the gold export question 
as an advance of 20 points here while the 
Paris rate remained unchanged. 

There is of course no certainty about the 
movement of the market, but many bank- 
ers are inclined to the opinion that ex- 
change is almost certain to advance fur- 
ther. 


BORROWING EQUIPMENT. 


A Practice of Some Railroads That 
Greatly Inconveniences Other Lines. 


The car shortage question is one that is 
perhaps more vexatious to the railroads 
themselves than to shippers. In fact, 
shippers and their consignees are blamed 
by the railroads for a good part of the in- 
convenience and delay that arise in 
times like these, when there is urgent de- 
mand for all the equipment that the rail- 
roads of the country are able to keep in 
service. Failure to unload cars prompt- 
ly is given in many cases as the first 
cause of lack of transportation facilities. 

Tus railroads from time to time have 
adopted various measures to prevent the 
tying up of their equipment by the fall- 
ure of consignees to return the cars 
promptly to the service of the railroad.

In practical experience the 
profits of subsidiary companies, and par- 
ticularly those of trust companies, have 
been very handsome, The Morton Trust, 
Guaranty Trust, and United States Mort- |. 
gage and ‘irust Companies, for example, 
all pay 20 per cent. annually, as does the 
Mercantile Trust, while the Title Guar- 
antee and Trust pays 16 per cent., the 
Equitable Trust and Lawyers Title Insur- 
ance Companies 10 per cent., the Fifth 
Avenue Trust 12 per cent., and so on. 
Even the Morristown Trust, which Presi- 
dent McCurdy testified was established 
“by some countrymen who wanted to see 
if it would pay.“ has increased its annual 
dividends from a modest 6 per cent. to 18 
per cent. since the Mutual took an inter- 
est in it in 1898.

In considering this 1 outlook in this 
particular matter some general factors 
that are likely to have important bear- 
ing on the future position of the banks 
ought to be borne in mind.

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THE FROSTS: ANE AND COTTON. 


A Southern View of Early Cold Snape 
Financing Farmers. 


‘Special Correspondence Tum NEW YORK Times 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 18.—” Frost upon 
the lowlands" was the signfficant mes- 
wage sent out from certain pointe in 
Northern Mississippi and Alabama on the 
‘morning of Oct. 13, and repeated from 
many localities in the cotton belt on the 
18th and the i4th. But neither to the 
small farmer who had so dreaded the 
message that should foretell added short- 
age to a crop already pinched by many 
weather vicissitudes nor to the bull specu- 


lator eager to bet on a general crop failure 
did this fact of a frost prove as im- 


portant as might have been expected. 

All the weather prophets held in venera- 
tion at the South, from Prof. Devoe to 
the cockle bur, had foretold an early 
killing frost this year, Oct. 17 being the 
generally understood date. The frost 
made better time than its early signs 
presaged, but came in so mild a form as 
to fall far short of the effect expected. 

Oct. 26 te the average date at which 
frost may be looked for in the Yazoo 
delta and southward, and in ordinary 
years its appearance ten days or more 
before the usual time would be taken to 
presage a large shortage in the crop. 
This year, however, I do not perceive 
any such impression, either among farm- 
ers or cotton buyers. Although tuis frost 
practically covered the entire cotton belt 
—a most unsual circumstance—the area 
touched b it seemed to be in inverse 
ratio to its intensity, and, as I heard a 
farmer remark yesterday, with a shrug 
of his shoulders, it had apparently little 
more effect on the cotton plant than it 
had upon the market. 

It certainly would be an exaggeration 
to assert that a light frost at this time 
helps the cotton yield, and yet I know 
farmers who contend that it does more 
good than harm. It pinches all late 
blooms out of existence, a palpable advan- 
tage, for October blooms only sap the life 
of the plant and are better dispensed 
with. It checks the growth of small bolis 
also, but only the prolongation of warm. 
weather to a very unusual date would bi 
likely to bring these to maturity. But it 
also hastens the ripening of the Full- 
grown bolls, especially by causing a shriv- 
eling of the fotiage, which further aids 
the operation of picking. Cotton, be it 
remembered, is a perennial plant, which 
in the tropics, where frost never comes, 
grows and fruits during the entire year. 
Here the fruitage continues until the 
frost checks it, and if this checking is fol- 
lowed, as it usually is, by several weeks 
of true ripening weather it is very plain 
that the full-formed: bolls reap an advan- 
tage from it. 

How strong the conviction among hides 
who may be supposed to be the closest 
students of crop conditions is that this 
crop will bear no comparison to that of 
last year in size, is shown by the ad- 
vertisements now being inserted in South- 
ern newspapers by cotton buyers and 
factors. These advertise to store in their 
warehouses any number of bales of cot- 
ton, advancing to the owners a loan in 
every case equal to three-fourths of the 
value of the cotton at 11 cents a pound, 
and guarantee to the cotton owners the 
lowest rate of local charges and the low 
est rate of interest. Meanwhile the rate 
of interest on all mercantile transactions, 
which has been abnormally high in the 
South ever since the war, is steadily 
falling. Money talks, it is said, and in 
this case its language is certainly plain. 
The intense conviction of the Southern 
farmers that whatever their crop may 
be, it can bring them only prosperity, un- 
questionably infects all who talk with 
them. 


DIRECTORS WHO DIRECT. 


The Standard Oli Company an Ex- 
, ample of the Efficiently Managee 
Corporation. 


The duties of Directors toward the 
properties with the management of which 
they are charged are often neglected, as 
Mr. Scaiff said recently, but certain im- 
portant companies offer a striking excep- 
tion to the more or less general practice 
of Directors in leaving everything to ex- 
ecutive officers, whose actions the Direc- 
tors perfunctorily approve. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company is one of these. Doubt 
less it owes much of its success to the 
persistence with which the Directors 
actually direct its affairs. The board 
meets every day for a period of two hours, 
from 11 to 1 o'clock. During this time 
every detail of the business from the pur- 
chase of the crude oil to the sale of the 
most highly finished product is gone over 
daily and decisions reached on all points, 
These meetings are regularly attended 
by a majority ot the board, which com- 
prises fourteen members. Some of the 
members, of course, have large interests 
outside of the Standard Oil Company, and 
much of their time is devoted to these in- 
terests. Among the latter is H. H. Rog- 
ers, who, though giving 4 large. part of 
‘his time to the Standard On Company, 
gives probably a larger share to his other 
interests. John D. Archbold is included 
among the Directors of the Standard Oil 
who give all their time to that company. 
John D. Rockefeller, whose name is 
intimately connected with the Standard 
Oil Company, has for the past four or five 
years left its. management altogether in 
the hands of his fellow-Directors. On the 
average during this period he has not 
beén at his office oftener than once in 
three months. In view of this fact, the 
popular supposition that John D. Rocke- 
feller personally directs even the minutest 
affairs of the Oil Trust is wide of the

Ask any broker whom you may know 
what proportion of general stock market 
speculation is based upon tips, and if he 


answers you according to his experience 
he will say, “About 90 per cent.” 


In its Wall Street usage the word “tip” | 


has a meaning which is foreign to elegant 
English. The Century defines it in that 
sense as follows: 
information to in regard to chances, as 
in betting or speculation.” Webster's 
Dictionary does not define it in that 
meaning at all. The Century definition 
does not do the word full justice. 
stock market tip is not necessarily pri- 
vate, It may, indeed, be a general tip, 
eae that everybody hears, and in that 

t is likely to be a dangerous thing 
fee those who act upog it. Tip, pointer, 
and hint are interchangeable words in 


the Wall Street meaning of each, but tip 


is the one of the three that la almost ex- 
clusively used, probably because of iti 
extreme brevity. It lends itself, mo 
over, to convenient variations—tipping 
tipster, tipped, &c. 

The prevalence of professional tip 
in the stock market of late gives t 
subject its pertinence. When pools 
individual operators are largely in con- 
trol of the speculative situation, the stock 
market is likely to present this particular 
phase. A tip sent out by a pool or a 
professional operator is an elusive thing. 
The avidity with which a promising tip 
is mized and circulated, not only 
throughout the length and breadth of 
Wall Street, but all over Wall Street's 
elaborate private wire system, is ot ten 
amazing. When prices are high the tips 
are always to buy stocks, and when prices 
are low the tips are always to sell. One's 
common sense, of course, warns one that 
a Wall Street operator does not tip other 
people to buy a stock that he is buying 
himself, or wants to buy; that the tips 
must come from those who have stocks 
to sell and are willing to sell them at 
the prices at which others are advised to 
buy, but the thing is not so simple as 
it looks, and this you may know by the 
fact that professional traders themselves, 
knowing all about the methods employed, 
act freely on the tips that are en out 
by larger operators. * 

When a pool begins to give out its buy- 
ing tips it very often makes them good | 
one after another, with a view to in- 
creasing interest and confidente. Thus 
word is sent out that a stock selling, say, 
at 50 will be put to 88. Few believe it 
and few will act on the tip, but the 
stock goes to 655 according to promise. 


Then those who have had the tip and re- 


fused to act on it are sorry, and regret 
their incredulity. A few days or a few 
weeks later the tip goes out that the same 
stock will be put 60. Some attention 
is paid to this, se the other tip was 
so straight, and a few traders buy, They 
are probably professional tradefs, who 
scent the operation and know that this 
and several succeeding tips are likely to 
be made good. The stock goes to 60, and

In the end the pool has a following 
on which it can unload its stock at a big 
profit. If those who buy it at 80, 8, or 90 
complain that the stock was not put to 
par as was promised, they are asked why 
they did not buy it at 50 when they were 
first invited. The tip for par, anyway, 
was not authorized. People had simply 
got cragy about ihe stock and run away 
with the market. 

To be a successful manipulator in Wall 
Street, a man must know his human 
nature well and appeal to its weaknesses.
